South’s rebid 
was a jump to three hearts, 
and this is the call which does 
not meet with my approval, 
for a jump in the same suit by 
the opening bidder, while it des­ 
ignates a strong hand and a 
good suit, is not forcing on the 
responder. In this case, South 
has a holding which is valued 


at somewhat over 21 points, 
which includes, of course, high 
cards and d i s t r i b u t i o n . He 
should, therefore,.insist upon a 
game contract when he learns 
that partner has been able to 
keep the bidding open for one 
round. On this basis, his proper 
rebid would have been a jump 
to four hearts leaving nothing 
to chance. 


North had the equivalent of 
an opening bid himself and, 
facing a partner who h a d 
opened and then jumped, he 
was aware that a slam was in 
the offing. He had no further 
features of his own to show 
and, since South by his rebid 
had firmly established hearts 
as trump, North extended his 
invitation by raising beyond 
game to five hearts. 


At this point, South fell into 
the trap he had created for 
himself by virtue of his under­ 
bid on 
the previous 
round. 
Since he felt that he had not 
yet done justice to his holding, 
he carried on to a small slam. 
West opened the ace of dia­ 
monds and, when this held the 
trick, he followed up by cash­ 
ing the ace of clubs. 


In my opinion, the blame for 
reaching an unmakable slam 
rests squarely on South’s shoul­ 
ders. If North had held either 
minor suit ace, he could have 
shown 
it quite 
conveniently 
over three hearts by bidding 
either four clubs or four dia­ 
monds, prior to raising his part­ 
ner. North’s direct leap to five 
hearts announces a good hand, 
but denies the ability to show 
any more primary 
controls. 
South must, accordingly, bow 
to the inevitable and accept the 
fact that he is off two aces. 
Even tho he holds something 
, in reserve, he must recognize 
that the partnership lacks the 
necessary two aces and must 
! retire from further action.

But it did result in our 
modern pure food and drug legislation 
As Mr. Sinclair 
put it, “ I aimed at the heart of the nation and hit 
its stomach” 
Well, the stomach of our people is still a rem ark­ 
ably susceptible organ 
A marine biologist. Miss 
Rachel Carson, noting that tree sprays kill robins as 
well as insects, recently wrote a series of magazine 
articles that were later published in book form as 
“ Silent Spring.” 
M ks s Carson’s sympathies were with 
the birds, and she hoped to touch the hearts of bird- 
lovers with her moving chapters. 
Whether she has 
succeeded in establishing an effective political lobby 
for the birds is a moot question, but it is unarguable 
^ a t she has a lot of people worried about poisonous 
insecticides that may w ind up on the table in our food.

bodies are the ones who have been relying on indis­ 
criminate spraying.

But. according to entomologists quoted by Miss Car­ 
son, it is not particularly harmful to crops or live­ 
stock, and there are observers who actually claim to 
have watched it picking boll weevil larvae off cotton.

In the West, the United States Forest Service has 
• sprayed evergreens with DDT in hopes that it would 
get rid of the pest known as the spruce budworm.

With such beneficent predators as lady- 
bugs wiped out. the spider mite, which is insensitive 
to DDT, started to create more havoc among the trees 
than the spruce budworm had ever managed to do 
The question is, can government be trusted to carry 
through an impartial investigation of the effect of 
poisonous sprays on birds, livestock and the human 
stomach when its own bureaucratic organizations have 
been the chief culprits in promoting the broadscale use 
of the sprays? If we could only forget that DDT and 
dieldrin and other poisonous chemicals may be build­ 
ing up in our own stomach every time we sit down 
to the dinner table, we would await the spectacle of 
government investigating itself with considerable sar­ 
donic amusement.

JFK Image Somewhat Different In Washington 


WASHINGTON — Since it was 
just two years ago when President 
Kennedy was inaugurated, this is 
perhaps the time for an exuberant 
review or an “agonizing reap­ 
praisal” or a disinterested and 
dispassionate look at his admin­ 
istration. The category will be 
judged by the reader. For how­ 
ever impartial the critic tries to 
be, the dyed-in-the-wool support­ 
ers of the administration will cry 
out that he must be a Republican 
or a ‘‘tool of big business” or 
mentally un.stable if he so much 
as suggests that maybe Mr. Ken­ 
nedy isn't just the most success­ 
ful President and bravest leader 
we have had since George Wash­ 
ington. 
In * writing from the national 
capital about the last nine presi­ 
dents, 
this 
correspondent 
has 
never allowed any personal f€ *el- 
ings to influence his presentation 
of the facts or his analysis of the 
impact of those facts on public 
affairs. It so happens that every 
one of the nine presidents has 
been a congenial, friendly, likable 
and well-meaning individual. If 
news-interpretation were guided 
solely by personal feelings, this 
writer would have constantly been 
singing the praises of every one 
of these presidents, instead of 
presenting necessary criticism of 
public policies. 
News-writing and candid inter­ 
pretation are a form of public 
responsibility to a constituency— 
the people—and not to a president 
or either political party. 
Presi­ 
dents come and go, but the coun­ 
try must be apprised constantly 
of the truth about its national and 
international problems, irrespec­ 
tive of w hether the feelings of the 
man in the WTiite House might for 
the moment be hurt by criticisms 
in the press. 
But what kind of president is 
Mr. Kennedy really making'’ De­ 
tailed reviews would seem to be 
superfluous, as the record has 
been presented and analyzed from 
day to day.

In the nuclear test talks in New 
York, the two countries are so 
close that it’s almost like arguing 
how many angels can stand on the 


point of a needle. They agree on 
tests in the atmosphere, tests in 
the water, and almo.« » t agree on 
how' to detect tests underground. 
Our technicians believe that no 
really important weapons can be 
developed underground; so actual­ 
ly the argument is largely theoret­ 
ical. Yet on it hinges an all-im­ 
portant understanding to stop pois­ 
oning the world’s atmosphere. 
On the war-breeding question of 
Berlin, the two nations haven’t 
talked formally for some time.

Mayor Brandt told me in West 
Berlin last .summer that he favor­ 
ed putting a branch of the UN 
in West Berlin with token UN 
troops He told the same to Ken­ 
nedy last fall.

Pre­ 
mier Ulbricht, the former rootin*- 
tootin’ advocate of a tough and 
immediate Berlin settlement. ha.s 
now publicly eaten his words, says 
he’s for compromise rather than 
risking war.

Another Shakedown 
For The Party? 


The Kennedy administration has its troubles 
with its party fund-raising efforts. Early in the 
game. Secretary of the Interior Stewart L. Udall 
wrote a letter to oil executives that was too 
clear in its implications that they had better 
kick in to the Democratic party. That raised 
quite a flap in Washington. 
Now Sen. John J. Williams of Delaware, a 
Senate watchdog, is raising the specter of an 
attempted shakedown. This one involves pres­ 
sure being brought to bear on federal employes 
to purchase tickets to a Democratic fund-raising 
dinner. 
These pressures the Senator and the Wash­ 
ington newspapers have described cannot exact­ 
ly be called “macing,” which involves an out- 
and-out demand for contributions of fixed per­ 
centages of salaries, with the penalty for non­ 
compliance being loss of jobs. 
The employes feeling the pressure are civil 
servants, and the Civil Service Act was designed 
to preclude such exactions. But the tactics in­ 
volved 
are simpler, 
if subtler, than those 
involved in outright macing. 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, in opposing Sena­ 
tor Williams’ call for an investigation of the 
charges, declared that civil servants are entitled 
to belong to a political party and “a lot of them 
want to contribute.” 
But there s a wide gap between contribu­ 
tions freely given and contributions elicited 
through explicit threats or through coercion of 
any kind. Senator Humphrey wants evidence 
to substantiate the charges. The hearing Sena­ 
tor Williams has asked could produce evidence 
if available. 
If the administration has clean hands, it 
has nothing to fear from a hearing. If there is 
evidence of wrongdoing that can be substan­ 
tiated. it should be brought out in the open 
as promptly as possible.

* Government Investigates 


Every once in a while a book erupts from the book­ 
stores and the lending libraries and makes its mark 
on legislation. The most famous instance of this is, 
perhaps. Upton Sinclair’s novel about early Twentieth 
Century conditions in the meat-packing industry, "The 
Jungle " Mr. Sinclair hoped that his novel would make 
converts to his favorite panacea of socialism, which 
it fortunately failed to do. 
But it did result in our 
modern pure food and drug legislation. As Mr. Sinclair 
put it, "I aimed at 
the heart of the nation and hit 
its stomach ” 
Well, the stomach of our people is still a remark­ 
ably susceptible organ. 
A marine biologist. Miss 
Rachel Carson, noting that tree sprays kill robins as 
well as insects, recently wrote a series of magazine 
articles that were later published in book form as 
“ Silent Spring.” Miss Carson’s sympathies were with 
the birds, and she hoped to touch the hearts of bird- 
lovers with her moving chapters. 
Whether she has 
succeeded in establishing an effective political lobby 
for the birds is a moot question, but it is unarguable 
that she has a lot of people worried about poisonous 
insecticides that may w ind up on the table in our food. 


The contention 
that we are all 
being slowly 
poisoned by DDT 
and aldrin and 
other potent 
sprays which remain embedded in our vegetables 
despite washing and cooking has the garden dubs 
pressuring the politicians and memorializing state 
legislatures. In Connecticut, for example, Gover­ 
nor Dempsey, who knows the garden club vote is 
not to be sneezed at. has appointed a special com­ 
mittee to investigate the use of insecticides in his 
state. 


Ibis is not without its ironic aspects, for it neces­ 
sarily boils down in good part to government investi­ 
gating itself. The truth is that the wholesale use of 
insecticides is something that has been largely pro­ 
moted by local road commissions and by the U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
These 
governmental 
bodies are the ones who have been relying on indis­ 
criminate spraying. 
It was not so long ago that the Department of 
Agriculture decided to get rid of the fire ant in the 
Southern Gulf Coast states. 
No doubt the fire ant, 
which has an unpleasant sting, is an unlovely creature. 
But, according to entomologists quoted by Miss Car­ 
ton, it is not particularly harmful to crops or live­ 
stock, and there are observers who actually claim to 
have watched it picking boll weevil larvae off cotton. 


Nevertheless, the Department of Agriculture, 
enamored of the power of dieldrin and heptachlor 
and other modern sprays, proceeded to drench 
thousands of acres in the South in a totalitarian 
pattern of warfare against the fire ant. The ants 
died, but so did poultry, livestock, raccoons, house- 
cats, possums, armadillos, and song birds. 
And 
gamebirds which fed on contaminated earthworms 
and insects in quantities that failed to kill them 
certainly wound up in peoples* stomachs via the 
sportsman’s bag. 


£ 
In the West, the United States Forest Service has 
* sprayed evergreens with DDT in hopes that it would 
get rid of the pest known as the spruce budworm. Un­ 
fortunately, a lot of beneficent insects were also killed 
by the DDT. With such beneficent predators as lady­ 
bugs wiped out, the spider mite, which is insensitive 
to DDT, started to create more havoc among the trees 
than the spruce budworm had ever managed to do. 
The question is, can government be trusted to carry 
through an impartial investigation of the effect of 
poisonous sprays on birds, livestock and the human 
stomach when its own bureaucratic organizations have 
been the chief culprits in promoting the broadscale use 
of the sprays? If we could only forget that DDT and 
dieldrin and other poisonous chemicals may be build­ 
ing up in our own stomach every time we sit down 
to the dinner table, we would await the spectacle of 
government investigating itself with considerable sar­ 
donic amusement.

JFK Image Somewhat Different In Washington 


WASHINGTON - Since it was 
just two years ago when President 
Kennedy was inaugurated, this is 
perhaps the time for an exuberant 
review or an “agonizing reap­ 
praisal” or a disinterested and 
dispassionate look at his admin­ 
istration. The category will be 
judged by the reader. For how­ 
ever impartial the critic tries to 
be, the dyed-in-the-wool support­ 
ers of the administration will cry 
out that he must be a Republican 
or a “tool of big business” or 
mentally unstable if he so much 
as suggests that maybe Mr. Ken­ 
nedy isn’t just the most success­ 
ful President and bravest leader 
we have had since George Wash­ 
ington. 
In * writing from the national 
capital about the last nine presi­ 
dents, 
this 
correspondent 
has 
never allowed any personal feel­ 
ings to influence his presentation 
of the facts or his analysis of the 
impact of those facts on public 
affairs. It so happens that every 
one of the nine presidents has 
been a congenial, friendly, likable 
and well-meaning individual. If 
news-interpretation were guided 
solely by personal feelings, this 
writer would have constantly been 
singing the praises of every one 
of these presidents, instead of 
presenting necessary criticism of 
public policies. 
News-writing and candid inter­ 
pretation are a form of public 
responsibility to a constituency— 
the people—and not to a president 
or either political party. 
Presi­ 
dents come and go, but the coun­ 
try must be apprised constantly 
of the truth about its national and 
international problems, irrespec­ 
tive of whether the feelings of the 
man in the White House might for 
the moment be hurt by criticisms 
in the press. 
But what kind of president is 
Mr. Kennedy really making? De­ 
tailed reviews would seem to be 
superfluous, as the record has 
been presented and analyzed from 
day to day. The most salient point 
to be mentioned is that the image 
the President himself has been 
giving the country by his skillful

publicity during the past two 
years is somewhat different from 
what it really appears to be here 
in Wasihngton.

He has brought 
to his side advisers inexperienced 
and untrained in government, and 
has failed to come to grips with 
the problem of organizing the 
White House itself.

We can extol the Peace Corps 
idea, for instance, and talk of re­ 
training the unemployed and of 
other political panaceas. But until 
President Kennedy becomes con­ 
vinced that he must assume the 
leadership in r e m o v i n g the 
shackles now imposed on our 
economic progress by the govern­ 
ment itself—through its inaction 
in certain fields and over-regula- 
tion in others—there can be less 
hope of attaining the goals so 
glowingly promised by the admin­ 
istration.

current removal could be extreme­ 
ly important both with the neu­ 
trals and the Communist countries 
to show that we are not the war­ 
mongers we are alleged to be. 


2. The wide-open rift in the 
Communist world — this is deep, 
bitter, 
and 
not 
expected 
to 
change — barring world war. It 
has put the Kremlin in a much 
more receptive mood for better 
understanding 
with the United 
States. 
U. S. military leaders, at first 
inclined to be skeptical, have now 
concluded that the Russians are 
genuinely 
worried 
about 
Red 
China s bulging population plus its 
development of the atom bomb, 
which could be quite soon. 
This rift is an opportunity which 
comes perhaps only once in a 
lifetime, certainly only once in 
the term of an American presi­ 
dent. It is an opportunity which 
John F. Kennedy cannot afford 
to miss. 


3. Mr. K’s pronouncements for 
peace — when 
I 
interviewed 
Khrushchev on the shores of the 
Black Sea over a year ago I re­ 
ported that he sincerely wanted 
peace. Since then, 
Khrushchev 
has taken important steps, includ­ 
ing his withdrawal 
of 
missiles 
from Cuba; and made significant 
statements which reinforced this 
conclusion. The latest is his amaz­ 
ing speech in East Berlin last 
week in which he renounced war 
as an instrument of Communist 
policy. 
“We will not fight, we will not 
begin war in order to erect social­ 
ism in another country,” he said. 
For saying this, Khrushchev has 
been abused and excoriated by the 
Red Chinese, and the Communist 
world has been split wide open. 
But he has stuck by his guns. 
4. Brink of peace — The United 
States and Russia are now on the 
brink of agreement on two im­ 
portant points: A> nuclear test­ 
ing; B> On Berlin, at least in 
theory. 
In the nuclear test talks in New 
York, the two countries are so 
close that it s almost like arguing 
how many angels can stand on the 


point of a needle. They agree on 
tests in the atmosphere, tests in 
the water, and almost agree on 
how to detect tests underground. 
Our technicians believe that no 
really important weapons can be 
developed underground; so actual­ 
ly the argument is largely theoret­ 
ical. Yet on it hinges an all-im­ 
portant understanding to stop pois­ 
oning the world’s atmosphere. 
On the war-breeding question of 
Berlin, the two nations haven’t 
talked formally for some time. 
But 
the men most concerned, 
Walter Ulbricht of East Germany, 
Mayor Willy Brandt of West Ger­ 
many, and Khrushchev of Moscow 
appear to be very close together. 
Mayor Brandt told me in West 
Berlin last summer that he favor­ 
ed putting a branch of the UN 
in West Berlin with token UN 
troops He told the same to Ken­ 
nedy last fall. Khrushchev has 
publicly approved this idea. Pre­ 
mier Ulbricht, the former rootin’- 
tootin’ advocate of a tough and 
immediate Berlin settlement, has 
now publicly eaten his words, says 
he's for compromise rather than 
risking war. 


Passive Kennedy Administration 


While 
the 
Administration 
in 
Washington has been gazing pass­ 
ively at this rapidly changing pic­ 
ture. the Germans have not. Nor 
has President de Gaulle. It would 
surprise no one in the diplomatic 
corps if de Gaulle did not start 
playing footsie with Khrushchev, 
partly perhaps to thumb his nose 
at Uncle Sam. 
Meanwhile in Germany unusual 
things are happening. When the 
Christian Democrats objected to 
a meeting between Khrushchev 
and 
Mayor Willy 
Brandt 
last 
week, some of the leading West 
German papers, all anti-Commun- 
ist, said it was a mistake. 
The 
Frankfurter 
Rundschau 
called the veto of the Khrushchev- 
Brandt meeting “a shame 
for 
German policy 
The respon­ 
sible German politicians must not 
miss any opportunity to speak to 
Soviet leaders.” Bildzeitung, which 
last summer was bitterly critical 
of the American military for not 
charging into East Berlin to res­ 
cue the East German youth who 
died on the wall, was even more 
critical: while the Munich Merkur 
remarked: “What damage would 
have been done to Berlin’s cause” 
by the Khrushchev-Brandt meet­ 
ing? 
President Kennedy today is at 
the peak of his prestige. He has 
new respect around the world, 
new confidence in himself. 
But 
some of his old-school advisers 
are as nervous as a cat on a hot 
tin roof when it comes to seizing 
the initiative in a historic drive 
for better world understanding.

Tawes Submits 
Record Budget, 
Urges Caution 


Says 'Cushion' May 
Be Needed Soon 


By HERB THOMPSON 
ANNAPOLIS (AP)—Gov. J. Mil. 
lard Tawes, unable to appear per­ 
sonally because of illness, sent a 
$603,764,121 budget to the Mary­ 
land Legislature Tuesday with a 
strong word of caution about addi­ 
tional state spending. 
The governor was confined to 
his bed with a virus infection. His 
message was read to a joint ses­ 
sion of the senate and house by 
Donald Hurwitz, reading clerk of 
the senate. 
It was the first time in memory 
of veteran state officials that a 
governor had not appeared for the 
annual budget message. Tawes 
was under a doctor’s orders not 
to go, but his condition was re­ 
ported not serioys. 
The governor told the legislature 
in his prepared address that the 
budget—a record by $43,557,063— 
was 
balanced 
without 
tax 
increases only through use of $20.5 
million in a general fund surplus 
accumulated over the past several 
years. 
He attempted to head off, before 
it starts, any effort to spend the 
$9,057,072 in general fund money 
that remains uncommitted. 
May Need Remainder 
“While it is comforting to con­ 
template that we may not be 
called upon to impose new taxes 
at this session, duty dictates that 
we give serious consideration to 
some factors and trends which in­ 
dicate that this situation may 
change in the very near future," 
he said. 
“During the decade 1953-63, the 
general fund budget of our state 
has increased at an average an­ 
nual rate of approximately $17.5 
million. 
“The budget which I am pre­ 
senting to you today forecasts the 
end of that trend, and in fact in­ 
creases general fund appropria­ 
tions in the amount of $25,551,060 
over the current year.” 
Tawes said an increased rate of 
budget expansion will be neces­ 
sary in future years “because of 
accelerating enrollments in our 
public schools and colleges, in­ 
creases in welfare caseloads and 
hospital and penal populations, ex­ 
panding 
physical 
plant 
and 
stepped-up costs for retirement 
and social security.” 
Three Broad Categories 
The budget breaks down into 
three categories. 
General fund spending — Fi­ 
nanced by income, sales and other 
taxes levied against the general 
public—will total $299,111,104, an 
increase of $25.5 million over the 
current fiscal year. 
Special fund spending—Involving 
revenues from special taxes such 
as gasoline and motor vehicles 
and earmarked by law- for specific 
projects—will total $199,682,917, an 
increase of $10,008,118. 
Federal aid for various state 
programs on a matching basis 
will total $104,970,100, an increase 
Of $7,997,885.

Governor’s 
Budget Cuts 
$21.6 Million 


ANNAPOLIS (AP)—Gov. Taw-es 
told the legislature Tuesday he 
had cut $21,674,809 from the $47,. 
283.233 in increased general fund 
spending requested by. state agen* 
cies. 
The agencies still wound up with 
higher appropriations than in the 
current year. 
The cuts in total amounts re­ 
quested included: 
Public 
Welfare — Requested 
$37,343,800. allowed $26,807,014, a 
cut of $10,536,786 The chief re­ 
duction was $9.4 million in public 
assistance, which Tawes and fis­ 
cal aides felt would not be neces­ 
sary. 
Health — Requested $37,650,224, 
allowed $33,736,424, a cut of $3,- 
913,800. The chief reduction was 
$2.9 million in the hospital in-pa­ 
tient program, for which $11.1 
million was allowed. 
Mental hygiene — Requested 
$29,950,753. allowed $27,171,353. a 
cut of $2,779,400, spread through 
headquarters and the various hos­ 
pitals. 
Public education — Requested 
$163,797,481, allowed $160,810,039, a 
cut of $2,987,442. College cuts in­ 
cluded $706,299 of the $2,083,557 
requested by Frostburg, $542,274 
of $2,554,271 requested by Towson, 
$95,179 of $747,998 requested by 
Salisbury, $91,075 of $733,977 re­ 
quested by Bowie, and $288,642 of 
$25,160,002 requested by the Uni­ 
versity of Maryland.
